False Labeling 


HAT’S the matter with the dried fruit peo- 

ple, when all the cases brought against this 

class of food seem to be based on the charge, 

“unfit for food?” The Department of Ag- 

riculture alleged, in speaking of some evaporated ap- 

les recently examined, that they “consisted in part 

of a filthy, decomposed vegetable substance, to-wit, 

moldy and rotten portions of apples, worms, worm 

excreta, seeds, cores and general apple waste product.” 

And the goods were labeled, “Choice ‘Evaporated 
Apples.” 

What excuse can there be for putting up such stuff? 

Clearly these goods never, at any stage of their career 

after leaving the tree, and perhaps not then, were 


Newspaper Deserves 


VIDENCE cropping out now and then goes to 

show that the newspapers, which used rarely 

to speak of canned goods except to disparage 

them, are commencing to recognize the great 
merit of this class of manufactured food. Favorable 
mention of canned goods is still more grudgingly given 
than should be, yet occasionally we see an article 
not merely favorable but of a kind to increase both 
the housewife’s interest in canned goods and her knowl- 
edge of the uses to which vegetables, etc., in cans may 
be economically put. Such an article, on the “Woman’s 
Page” of the St. Louis “Times” of a recent date, is 
good enough to reprint: 

Canned Vs. Fresh Tomatoes. 


In the grocery trade canned tomatoes is one of the ‘‘ three 
best sellers.’”? Tomatoes are used possibly more than any 
other vegetable, being used for soup stock, to make sauces, 
are stewed and served in many other ways. Moreover, they 
are actually medicinal, many physicians advocating their 
use as an aid to a torpid liver. 

Tomatoe juice is also said to be one of the best intestinal 
cleansers that can be found, acting, so it is said, as an anti- 
septic. Yet a comparatively few years ago they were looked 
upon with suspicion. Now they form a most important part 
of the diet of the average family. 


Better Than Fresh Ones. 


Canned tomatoes are, as a rule, better than fresh ones for 
use in cooking, because, in nearly all canning factories, only 
sound, ripe tomatoes are used. But some packers put out 
some mighty poor grades, and it is cheaper in the end to 
buy the best; then you are sure that you don’t get what is 
technically known as ‘‘slush-packed’’ tomatoes—tomatoes 
that are watery and thin. 

In canning tomatoes, as in peas and other vegetables, every 
precaution is taken to have the canning factory and its sur- 
roundings absolutely sanitary. The machinery in all well- 
_ plants is cleaned by heavy draughts of steam twice a 
ay. 

The quality of the tomatoes used for canning is another 
big point that no reputable canner will overlook. Care is 
taken to get the best, the soundest and ripest. What state 


entitled to be labeled “Choice.” No doubt they be- 
came moldy and more rotten after they left the packer, 
but they must have been pretty bad at the time of 
packing, too bad to deserve to be called a “Choice” 
article, which means, if we understand the term, bet- 
ter than ordinary quality. 

The packer who labels a markedly inferior article 
in a way to induce the consumer’ to purchase it as 
something genuinely good, shows neither honesty nor 
good sense. The drift is all in the direction of honest 
labeling and when truthfulness in this respect becomes 
more general than it is today, public confidence in 
package foods will increase and consuming demand 
expand correspondingly. 


Thanks of Canners 


produces the best is a question that is open for argument. 
But Maryland grows more tomatoes than any other state, 
producing about 40 per cent of the total amount used in 
this country. 

Are Free From Germs. 


One advantage that canned tomatoes possess over the 
home-grown article is that the canneries are usually located 
near the fields where they are grown, and, as soon as they 
are picked they are sent to the factory, scalded, steamed, 
carefully handled and packed, sealed and sterilized, so that 
no disease germ can contaminate them. 

Each tomato that is packed by canners is, in most cases, 
peeled by hand and the cores and objectionable spots re- 
moved. After they are peeled they are put in cans, sealed, 
and, after going through a few minor processes, are dropped 
in the steam kettle, where they remain in hot, live steam 
for from 35 to 45 minutes. This steaming absolutely kills 
any germ which may get into the can, and insures the 
healthfulness of the product. 

This is fine! Moreover, it’s the truth—and not only 
that, but it’s interesting, which is the main thing from 
the viewpoint of the newspaper editor. That is why 
he has been printing so much sensational, and false, 
stuff about canned goods. It was interestmg—whether 
it was strictly true or not wasn’t of so much im- 
portance. 

We trust—and the publication of this article in the 
St. Louis “Times” assuredly may be taken as an in- 
dication of it—that other newspaper editors are realiz- 
ing that a canned goods story can be every bit as in- 
teresting, and more so, even though it contain noth- 
ing more than plain truth, with no reference what- 
ever to ptomaines or any of the other old standbys. 

“The Times” article is educational and will help in 
the work of teaching the American people that canned 
goods are pure, wholesome, economical food. The

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The Situation. 


Interest is very largely confined at the moment to the 
weather and the packers’ deliveries of peas. So far as the 
former is concerned, it appears, on the whole, as favorable. 
The weather for the most part is good, hot August weather. 
A shower here and there would help corn along. 


Movement Limited. 


The week’s canned goods trading had been fair in some 
lines, but it hasn’t been what could be called a snappy mar- 
ket, though for that matter activity in canned goods isn’t 
the usual thing for the month of August. 

Tomatoes are inactive, yet several lots, some of them of 
fair size, are reported offering here by packers wishing to 
clean up, and a few trades have been closed. We understand 
that some of these lots offering are at figures that shade 
quotations of a month ago by about 2% cents a dozen. It’s 
just that packers having any tomatoes, (the number of such 
is exceedingly limited) are desirous of cleaning up their 
floors to make room for the new tomatoes so soon to come 
in. It must not be understood that any particular quantity 
of spot tomatoes has been uncovered; far from it—the 
Western packers will have no carryover to speak of and the 
Tri-States territory has succeeded in getting rid of all but 
a limited quantity of the 1909 pack. All reports refer to 
the spot stocks in Tri-States canners’ hands as unusually 
small. Here is a sample of the Maryland advices: ‘‘The 
large demand for them during the past four months has 
reduced the stock on hand to a point where the carry-over 
will have little or no effect upon the new pack.’’ 

Tomatoes—The tomato canning season has opéned, in the 
East, not in Indiana or elsewhere in the West. A wire re- 
ceived in Chicago Tuesday quoted new packing No. 3 to- 
matoes at 6714¢, f.o.b. Baltimore. It will be several days, 
however, before the tomato canning season in that section 
of the country can be said to nave ‘‘opened.’’ Regarding 
the Eastern situation, a private advice to THE CANNER says 
in this connection: ‘‘Buyers still have to take old goods 
when they want standards and it looks as though every 
ease will be needed to supply the demand until new goods 
are ready for shipment.’’ This was received here this week, 
so it is very clear that the new goods packed to date amount 
to nothing, practically speaking. Another private advice, 
received Tuesday, said: ‘‘The almost total failure of the 
early tomato crop is a very important factor in the situation, 
and it must be taken into account. Ordinarily the first 
week in August would have been a busy week with Balti- 
more tomato packers, but very few goods were packed last 
week. Two or three packers got a few tomatoes from Jersey, 
but, compared with previous years, it is almost safe to say 
nothing is being done so far this season.’’ As the summer 
wears along it becomes more evident that the country’s 
tomato pack is to be a small one. It promises to be mate- 
rially below the average; but local trading is, nevertheless,

Corn—We imagine that corn packers will be surprised t, 
learn that 1910 packing Illinois corn is being offered fy 
immediate shipment, and that a car or two are alreaj 
headed toward Chicago. This, of course, requires ap ey. 
planation: The corn is the product of a factory in the fy 
southern part of the State, and therefore in a section when 
the season is farther advanced than in central Illinois, whe, 
canners are not yet ready to get up steam in their boilex 
The factory referred to quotes new corn at 80c here, Ty, 
actual market doesn’t call for much comment at the momey 
because trading is limited. Spot, old pack, Western standgyj 
corn can be purchased at 80¢ to 82%4c per doz., and futyp 
Western standard at 67%4c to 70c¢ f. o. b. factory. 

Crop advices contain rather more mention of localitig 
in which sweet corn is either needing rain or commentiy 
to need it. Central Illinois will be needing rain pretty bag) 
by another week. The Northern Iowa crop appears to 
suffering considerably from drouth, also the Nebraska erm, 
Northern Iowa is an important section in canned corn py 
duction; and, while Nebraska isn’t a corn canning state ¢ 
the first magnitude, yet it counts for just so much in makiy 
the country’s pack. Not much crop news has been receiyg 
this week from Ohio or Indiana, but, at least, we have hear 
nothing unfavorable from either of those states. 

Peas—We thought last week that before the week enée 
canning would be entirely over in Wisconsin, but we learng 
this week of one or two factories which are still at wot ® 
and will not finish on their sweets for two or three dan ® 
yet, at least. If there is a canned goods feature at presen 
it is peas, and the competition of packers with the whok § 
sale grocers. Canners who were short have been actiz 
buyers from canners who, as we pointed out in our las 
issue, made few or no advance contracts. As for the job 
bers, they have their deliveries of peas coming in and th® 
new goods will be sufficient to keep them supplied for som 
time, some say for several months. If there should be:f 
lull shortly it wouldn’t be surprising. In fact, it is rathe 
to be expected; but after the passage of sixty or ninety 
days there will in all probability be a renewal of actin & 
buying, with more than likely higher prices resulting. Th he 
pea situation is one promising higher prices, most. likely 
after the turn of the year, for there is a big shortage in 
the supply of this article of food and a demand which i 
going to continue despite the heavy shrinkage in the supply. 

Fruits—Al! California varieties are holding very firm. Tx 
reason, of course, is the very close clean-up on Califor: 
goods. The demand, as THE CANNER has already stated one 
or twice, has been enormous this year. Baltimore peach 
packers have begun putting up unpeeled pies and seconis 
out of the early varieties. A report from there states tha 
‘“The demand for the new pack of the different grades ani 
sizes began early in July in a small way, and has bee 
increasing each week with every indication of a lively busi: 
ness in them from now on.’’

will be little doing on Michigan peaches prior to September 
Ist. The Southern counties will put up little or no peaches 
this year. Prospects for the pack in the Northern counties 
are very fair, according to reports; anyway, advices indicate 
that there will be few peaches packed in Michigan this year 
outside of the Northern districts. 

Balti- 
more as follows: No. 2 second white, 65¢ to 67%4c; yellow,

We hear of future New York State 10s 
quoted at $2.50, yet there was reported a sale made here 
Monday at $2.60 factory for New York 1910 packing. Tue 
CANNER had from Michigan late Tuesday afternoon a report 
which said that the apple crop in the thumb would be fully 
as small as in the southern part of the state. This informa- 
tion came from a man who intended buying apples in the 
thumb to ean them, but he states that he doesn’t think he 
will attempt it now. 

Sardines—The week’s news from Maine in connection with 
the progress of the 1910 packing is summed up in the state- 
ment that the run of fish has been irregular and the packing 
light. In a week or so a very material increase in the 
volume of pack is looked for. In the absence of offerings 
from packers the market is rather nominal, based on $2.85 
to $3.00 per case for % oils in keyless cans, f. 0. b. Eastport, 
Me., and $2.10 to $2.20 per case on % mustards in keyless 
eans f. o. b. Eastport. Sales and deliveries to date are 
equal to the pack. Some bids of $2.75 per case have been 
declined on keyless % oils, f. 0. b. factory. Imported sar- 
dines are firmer, though no material change in quotations 
has occurred. 

Lobster—Canned lobster is very firm. Stocks are said to 
be unusually light, the Maritime Provinces not having sent 
their usual quota. The British market would seem to be 
absorbing liberal supplies. 

Oysters—The firmness in the cove oyster market was 
shown here on Monday when a small lot of 5-0z., which, by 
the way, were the last of the stock of a large Baltimore 
packer, sold for 80c, f. o. b., a jump from 70c. Stocks of 
coves are decidedly small now. Chesapeake Bay goods are 
quoted f. o. b. as follows: No. 1, 1% oz., 40c; No. 1, 4 oz, 
70e; No. 1, 5 oz., 75e; No. 1, 6 oz. extra selects, $1.75; No. 
2, 3 oz., 85e; No. 2, 8 oz., $1.40; No. 2, 10 oz., $1.45; No. 2, 
12 oz. extra selects, $3.00. 

Salmon—Consuming demand is heavy and the movement 
between packers and wholesale distributors would be larger 
if stocks weren’t so very small. As it is, there is very little 
salmon on the spot. Red Alaska is quoted firm here at $1.60. 
New prices named on Oregon medium red salmon were $1.15 
per doz. for No. 1 talls, $1.30 for flats, and 80c per doz. for 
halves f. 0. b. coast. These prices show an advance over 
last season’s opening of 10c a dozen on the No. 1 talls, l5e 
on the flats, and 5e on the halves. Last year the opener on 
Alaska red was $1.15, so that the $1.15 named as the initial

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tion on medium red fish points to a higher opening 
price on the former grade. In this connection a private 
advice to THE CANNER from the Coast says: ‘‘It is a note- 
worthy fact that the small packers in Alaska are all clamor- 
ing for a higher price, while the larger packers are the ones 
who are urging conservatism, The small packers, so the 
larger interests claim, have not so much at stake. They can 
sell out their small stocks on the first rush of the market, 
but if there is any reaction from high prices, then the man 
that has a large amount to sell holds the basket; and at that 
time the small packer is the first one to cut prices and pre- 
cipitate a slide. However, as the large producers are in 
position to dictate the price, a conservative price may be 
looked for.’’

Pickles and Kraut 
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It is now the middle of August and receipts of pickles are 
so light that the salters are becoming uneasy, unless we have 
heavy rains in the cucumber belt during the next ten days 
there will be practically a failure in the crop. At this writ- 
ing we do not know what to say to our patrons. Probably 
by our next issue we will be able to furnish some encour- 
aging news. 

Pickles—Are being quoted today for prompt shipment, 
30-gal. bbls. 1,200s in vinegar, $5.50; fall shipments, $6.00; 
45-gal. casks 1,200s in vinegar, $7.00, f. 0. b. factory. 

Sauer Kraut—All of the principal packers have withdrawn 
prices. The last quotations were $4.50 for 40c, $5.00 for 45c, 
October shipment f. o. b. factory. Spot goods, $4.75 for 40- 
gallon casks f. o. b. Chicago.

Trade on dried fruits is very active loeally, with prunes 
a feature. Spot stock.1s selling as follows: 50-60s, 74%c to 
7%e; 60-70s, 6% to 7e; 70-80s, 6%4c to 644c; 80-908, 5%c¢ 
to 6e; 90-100s, 5%4e to 54%e. Advices state that Coast pack- 
ers are buying freely from growers, paying 4%4c basis. The 
market on Oregon Italian prunes is also very strong and 
reports say that a majority of the packers are out of ‘the 
market, having withdrawn offerings. The bulk of the crop 
expected in Santa Clara County and outside is already -under 
contract. 

Peaches—The undertone is fairly strong on cured peaches, 
but business is limited and prices here unchanged, remaining 
old stock, 6e to 6%4e per Ib. for standard, 6144c to 6%c for 
choice, 7c to 744¢e for extra choice, and 7%4¢ to 8c for fancy. 

Apricots—Quotations are as follows: Standard grade, 
11%c per lb.; 11%e to 12¢ for choice, 12%c to 12%c. for 
extra choice. Demand for cots is very good here. 

Apples—Wires from the East refuse business on evaporated 
apples at 8c per lb. for prime, 8%4c for choice. Old crop 
apple waste has advanced to 3c. Apple crops are quoted at 
2e to 214c per Ib. here. 

Raisins—The market is very firm on future raisins, 514¢ 
f. 0. b. Coast for 1-Ib. seeded can’t be shaded. The local 
market is firm and spot fancy seeded are worth 6%c. No 
price changes have oceurred on loose raisins.

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the hotel trade as well as the ordinary consumers have turned 

to canned articles largely as a matter of economy. It is con- 
ceded, too, that this forced canned goods consumption is likely 
to stick, since on none of the staple vegetables is there an im- 
mediate prospect of marked increase”in production for fresh 
distribution this season. 

The effect of increased consumption of canned goods has 
made itself felt in the jobbing trade, and this week there has 
been a good show of business from jobber to retailer and from 
first hands to jobber. Inquiry has been developed for a good 
many of the miscellaneous vegetables and fruits, but there has 
been more of a run on staples. A good deal of business has 
been done in some lines of futures, and though some brokers 
are complaining the general tone is improved. It is unusual 
to find a development of activity so much in advance of the fall 
trade. A good deal of interest is centered in the convention 
of the New York State Retail Grocers’ Association, which 
begins its regular business sessions in Brooklyn today (Mon- 
day). It is stated that before the end of the convention on 
Thursday the matter of high cost at retail on canned goods 
and dried fruits will be brought up for discussion. The retailers 
are, understood to resent the imputation that their exactions of 
unusual profits on the several products are responsible for les- 
sened consumption. 

Salmon—The situation covering all grades and descrip- 
tions is one of the strongest ever known in the history of the 
business. Brokers, jobbers and retailers are waiting anxiously 
for the opening price to be made on red Alaska and Puget 
sound sockeye and medium and low grades of salmon. There 
is little if any fish in Alaska talls, medium red talls and sock- 
eye salmon to be had in any quarter. Jobbers are finding it 
difficult to buy from one another. There is none in first hands. 
Red Alaska talls have sold at the heretofore unheard of price 
of $1.67% per dozen. Some sellers ask $1.70 per dozen. 
Sockeye talls, flats and halves are not to be had from many of 
the jobbers. Columbia river chinooks are being used up on 
sales to the retail trade as fast as deliveries are made to the 
jobber. A little 1910 pack southwestern red Alaska salmon 
has, been delivered and the few lots coming to first hands have 
found a market at $1.60 to $1.65 per dozen here. Some of 
this early pack sold on contract to local jobbers at $1.25 per 
dozen f. o. b. Coast for July shipment. This figures out about 
$1.45 per dozen laid down here by rail, and shows a big profit 
to the buyers on the present market. Pink salmon is firmer at 
8714c to 90ce per dozen here. Stocks are in moderate compass. 

It can be stated on the best authority that a number of the 
local jobbers have been booking business through their sales- 
men in the retail trade on 1910 pack red Alaska salmon on 
the: basis of $1.45 per dozen New York. This business is said 
to have been considerable and has been done on the assumption 
that the packers’ opening price will be $1.20 per dozen f. o. b. 
Codst. It is the opinion that the price due to be named on 
August 20—some say August 15—will be not over $1.25 per 
dozen f. o. b. Coast. It seems to be generally conceded that

It is now accepted by all interests that there is no carry 
over worth considering, and that the pack of all grades this 
year will probably not to any extent exceed 4,500,000 cases 
This indicated 25 per cent decrease is receiving a good deal 
of attention in all the markets of the world. 

Peas—A better demand is reported for fine grades, andj 
while the general market seems a little irregular, buyers ar 
taking acceptable grades in fancy extra sifted No. 2 Alaska 
stock at $1.35 per dozen. In most cases first hands are not 
willing to let go under $1.40 to $1.45, and a good many lots 
have been refused sale at jess. No. 3 extra fancy sifted is 
quoted at $1.10 to $1.20 as to seller and quality. Some lots 
of No. 2 sweets sold at $1.40 with $1.45 asked at the close, 
A sale of No. 4 was reported at 90c with 95c asked late in the 
week. No. 2 telephones are easy at 95c. Some extra standard 
3e sold up to $1. 

There is a good deal of irregularity in the market in spite 
of the fact that stocks of fine grades are scarce. The coarser 
stock is offered freely, and this fact seems to have given the 
impression to buyers that the pack of all grades was on a 
larger scale than reported two weeks ago. The indicated aé- 
vance on fine sifted, and extra fancy sifted grades in both 
state and western packing may be taken as an earnest that 
fine sorts are scarce. It is noted:that many of the local jobbers 
are buying pretty freely of good cheap peas, and considerable 
business has been done at 75¢ to 80c delivered. There is still 
a fair offering from the South. There seems to be an impres- 
sion here that jobbers are not likely to be caught with small 
stocks as they were a year ago. 

Corn—A dull market is recorded. In most cases holders 
of old corn are not disposed to press stock for sale. State 
No. 2s are held at 75ce to 80ce for standards and 85c to 95¢ 
for fancy. Offerings are small. Southern Maine style corn 
is firm with 75¢ to 82%ec quoted here. Future southern pack 
is offered at 67\%4c up f. o. b. factory. Maryland packers are 
said to be out of the market in most cases. State conditions 
are medium. Some sections have been hard hit by the pro- 
longed drouth recently broken, and the crop and pack may be 
late. Sellers are not disposed to take on more business at the 
moment. Western corn is quiet so far as this market is con- 
cerned. There are no new features in Maine corn. The 
whole situation is being watched with interest. 

Tomatoes—<A little revival of interest was noted at the 
close this week in tomatoes, and some fair sized sales of full 
standard No. 3s in Maryland pack were noted at 67\%4c fae- 
tory. So far as can be learned only off-standard stock can be 
bought at 65e. In a few cases 70c factory has been paid for 
full standard No. 3s. No. 2s are more difficult to secure at 
50c f. o. b. factory. No. 10s are strong at $2 f. o. b. fae- 
tory. Future Maryland tomatoes are now generally quoted 
at 70c. It is conceded that few lots in 1910 pack can be put 
on the market before September. Stock in a fresh state is 
selling at high figures where the product is fancy, and a good 
many consumers have turned to the canned vegetable as cheaper 
and more satisfactory. A good deal of business has been done 
in No. 10 Jersey tomatoes based on $2.20 per dozen. delivered. 
Futures are held at $2.25 factory. No. 3s get only a fair call 
at 77\%4e factory. There is no buying here in western tomatoes.

Prevent and Cover Up Rust 
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The general prospeets for tomatoes seem to be fair though 
a lighter output than last year is probable. . 

Miscellaneous Vegetables—String beans have been given 
a fair local attention, but jobbers as a rule are waiting for the 
development of the state pack in refugees. Some lots in old 
pack have sold up to $1.60 per dozen here on No. 1s. There 
is a moderate offering of other grades. Beets have met a good 
sale at 80c for No. 2s and 90¢ for No. 3s on standard grades. 
Fancy grades as to count show a range of from $1.15 to $1.70 
per dozen cans, No. 3s. Spinach has a fair local sale at 70c 
for No. 2s and 85c to 90e for No. 3s. Business has been done 
at $3.25 delivered for No. 10s. A good deal of business has 
been done in future sweet potatoes at 72'%¢ factory. Southern 
packed okra is also meeting a good outlet for future delivery. 
Asparagus presents no new feature at the moment. Deliveries 
from the Coast have been largely made for early contracts. 
The market is strong at the rise noted a week ago. 

Canned Fruits—A continued strong market prevails on all 
California packing in peaches, apricots, pears and cherries. 
Jobbers are adding to their purchases as they need goods on the 
spot, but contract buying has been small. Since the advance 
reported two weeks ago on the Coast there has been little new 
business put through, the disposition of buyers being to await 
the results of the pack. It is conceded as probable that there 
will be a shortage in the fine grades in apricots, peaches and 
pears. No important price change on spot is noted. Local 
jobbers are taking hold of southern peaches in a small way. 
Prices look attractive, but the pack promises to be large. State 
No. 10 apples are firmer at $2.85 per dozen for spot and $2.60 
factory for futures. Offerings are small. Southern No. 10s 
seem easy at $2.10 to $2.20 per dozen delivered. Few lots in 
future Maine No. 10s are noted. All the small fruits get a fair 
interest locally, but as a rule the buying is confined to the filling 
in on assortments.

BALTIMORE, Aug. 8, 1910. 

EpitoR CANNER: Local showers fell in some sections last 
week, but the area of these was very limited and the duration 
short. Some parts of the country have not had a drop of 
rain for weeks and corn and tomatoes are both suffering. The 
rain was very welcome where it did fall and it has done much 
good. Those sections that did not get the rain last week are 
haping it will be their turn this week. 

There is practically no change to report in the market for 
spot tomatoes. Buying is liberal in volume and, although the 
new season is so near, the packers show no disposition to weaken 
on the comparatively few spots they may be holding. New York 
trade journals last week reported an easier feeling on two or 
three days, but it was impossible to find that easier feeling 
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. 
here. On the contrary, it was a little harder to find sellers at 
the previous week’s figures than it was during the preceding 
week, so that certainly did not indicate an easier feeling. 

Trading is very quiet in futures, and packers seem perfectly 
satisfied with the situation. They seem content to wait for the 
season to open and take the market at that time rather than 
to accept business now at anything less than 70c. On the 
other hand, buyers, too, as a rule, seem willing now to wait 
until the regular season opens, as they believe that some packers 
will want some ‘‘ quick cash’’ in the season and will make con- 
cessions to get it. There is consequently a sort of ‘‘stand 
off’’ just at the moment between sellers and buyers on futures 
and there will not be much done until packing is well under 
way. 

Peaches are becoming plentiful and packing was more lively 
last week. Receipts will, of course, increase this week and 
our city packers will all ‘‘ get husy.’’ 

The absence of ‘‘snap’’ to the market is not very encour- 
aging to packers, and they will doubtless go slow in the mat- 
ter of running up prices in the raw market, just to get the 
fruit. At this time it looks as if there will be peaches enough 
for everybody, and there ought to be some cheap peaches 
packed. Packers certainly need to get the fruit low to enable 
them to sell at the figures jobbers are now offering and ex- 
pecting to get someone to accept. They want No. 3 pies at 
65ce, No. 10 pies at $2.00 and No. 3 second yellows at 87M%e. 
These are lower figures than have been known in Baltimore for 
years, and whetlier or no packers can get the fruit low enough 
to enable them to sell on this basis remains to be seen as tue 
season develops. It seems certain now that there will be a 
large crop, big pack and low prices. 

There was an increase in the demand for peas last week. 
Some packers are now having to buy so as to fill their own 
orders. Those few who have unsold stocks are fortunate, but 
holders are certainly few and far between. Second peas are 
now selling at 70c, off standards at 75¢ to 77%ec and stan- 
dards at 80c¢ to 85c. Quite a number of buyers are still a 
long way short of their requirements and unless they move 
quickly and secure their needs they will find it hard to get 
what they want at any price, if the Baltimore situation is a 
sample of the condition in other parts of the country. Up 
to last week the demand had been heaviest for seconds and 
standards but last week there developed quite an inquiry for 
the finer sizes and particularly for petit pois. The packing 
of this sized pea is practically confined to Baltimore, where 
peas are shelled by the old fashioned ‘‘pod hullers’’ for good 
petit pois cannot be produced from the ‘‘viner systems.’’ 
Those buyers who need good petit pois will, therefore, have 
to seek them in this market and as stocks here are extremely 
light, there will undoubtedly be a shortage develop in the 
near future. Buyers who need petit pois should lose no time 
in securing their requirements. 

The string beans situation is very peculiar. Raw stock has 
been selling right along at from 60c to 75¢ per bushel and 
still buyers will not pay more than 52\%4c per dozen for No. 
2 standards except for small filling in orders. Now, I am 
told that the goods cannot be packed below 55c after paying 
such high figures for raw stock. Evidently buyers are pinning their 
faith to the fall pack, which may or may not be a failure. It 
all depends on the weather. It should also be remembered that 
packers, too, are depending on the fall crop. Many of them 
have carried over a good many orders that they sold in the 
spring as futures at 45¢ and 47%c. It looks as if there will 
be a scramble for fall string jeans in the raw market unless 
the crop is very large. 

The demand last week for the general line was good, par- 
ticularly for sweet potatoes, small fruits and apples for spot 
shipment, also for pears for shipment in season. The last 
mentioned line. is selling well at about 70c to 75¢ for No. 3 in 
water, 75¢c to 80c for No. 3 in fair syrup, 90c to 95e for 
No. 3 in good syrup and $1.05 to $1.15 for No, 3 extra. 

The general outlook is pretty good at this time for eastern 
packers on nearly the whole line. The undoubted shortage 
in the West and Northwest on account of the long and severe 
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drought will have the effect of sending buyers to this market 
for their requirements, and a very active season may be 
expected here. Several well known western packers are look- 
ing the situation over in the East with the view of picking up 
snaps in either spot or future tomatoes, and naturally this 
fact is strengthening packers views in this section.

New York Dried Fruit Market 








New York, Aug. 8, 1910. 

Epiror CANNER: The market for all descriptions of dried 
fruits is slow. There is no heavy stock of any article in first 
or second hands, but buyers simply can’t be induced to antici 
pate wants beyond the immediate present. High prices on most 
lines in future fruits and nuts have, for the time being at least, 
ehecked jobbing interest. Buyers would take hold, but they 
are by no means ready to pay present figures on any article. 
A good deal of interest is centered in 1910 crop state apples, 
but here again high views of sellers have intervened. On a 
basis of 7%¢ for October-November delivery prime there are 
many buyers, but 8c is quoted stiff. One sale at 7%¢ was put 
through. There are few sellers for October delivery. The re- 
ports are for a good crop of fine quality in New York state, 
but it is said that driers are finding it difficult to make con- 
tracts. It is estimated that fully 80 per cent of the apples in 
the state this season will be sold in barels. This leaves but 
20 per cent to be divided between the driers, canners and cider 
mills. There is a very nominal market on spot dried apples. 
Fancy is held at 10%¢ to 11%e in 50-lb. boxes. Choice grades 
offer all the way from 8e to 84%c. Prime stock is firmer at 
7%4ec to 7%e for good grade. Supplies of fancy stock are 


light. Spot raspberries are nominal based on 21%4c to 22¢ 
per pound. No business of consequence has been done in 1910 
crop. 


Telegrams from prune packers on the Coast have confirmed 
the very strong situation existing on future prunes. A little 
business only has been put through for local account on a basis 
of 4\%4e for the four sizes with %c¢ premium on 40/ and le 
on 30/ in Santa Clara fruit. Bids of a 4¢ basis have been 
declined on a good many cars. Buyers are not ready to pay 
4%¢ basis on Santa Claras for October shipment, and in most 
eases they are ready to take chances on the crop development. 
Spot prunes are a good deal firmer. Holders quote 7%4¢ on 
40/50 in 25-lb. boxes. All large sizes in Oregon prunes are 
elosely held and firm. Some holders want Se for 40/ in 25-lb. 
boxes. 

The market seems easy on seeded raisins. Offerings are 
available for shipment from the Coast out of 1910 crop at 
5%4¢ for faney in 1-lb. cartons for October shipment. Some 
packers quote 5%e to 54%4c. Old crop seeded for September 
shipment is offered at 5c. A good deal of business in the lat- 
ter offerings has been done for local account. The crop prom- 
ises to be of fair volume. 

A very firm market is noted on apricots. Offerings are on 
a limited scale with up to 10%e quoted on extra choice royals 
f. o. b. Coast in 25-lb. boxes. Buyers are not taking hold. Spot 
stock is closely cleaned up and all quotations are nominal. 
Peaches are dull and easy on the spot. Futures are neglected. 

A moderate business is noted on 1910 crop Smyrna figs for 
October shipment from New York in a range of 8¢ to 8%e 
on 14-inch layers. Importers are said to have covered a good 


share of their early future wants. Smyrna packers are firm, 
Currants are in fair demand on spot, but buying is still on the 
hand to mouth order.

CANNED CRAB MEAT—MAY LEVEL THE PRICE oF 
LOBSTERS. 

Few articles had ever made such a remarkable 
progress in their introduction as has the Japanese 
crab meat. The article has first been experimentally 
marketed in New ,York by a certain gentleman four 
years ago and this proved to be the vencleous of this 
remarkable trade. The export of this article during 
last single year amounted to some 600,000 yen worth, 
Having aroused the popular demand fever for this 
industry, more than a hundred factories have been 
added this year, but due to the scarcity of the crabs 
this year, the cost of production has rapidly increased 
until it has almost doubled. The output of the article 
this year is estimated to increase only forty or fifty 
per centum over that of last year, while the demand 
has more than trepled in America alone. The natural 
consequence is the sudden rise of the price which will 
sooner or later level the price of the American canned 
lobster —Journal of Fisheries Society of Japan. 


IOWA CORN CROP DAMAGED. 

Marshalltown, Iowa, Aug. 7.—Prof. P. G. Holden, 
head of the experiment work at Iowa State College, 
Ames, estimates that the damage to [owa’s crop of 
corn, as a result of the corn root worm, will aggre- 
gate $20,000,000 this year.

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RAISINS ADVANCING ON COAST—STATISTICAL SITU- 
ATION IS SAID TO BE VERY STRONG. 

Indications are now all declared to be for the best 
raisin season since 1907, in so far as the interests of 
the California growers go. Discussing recent develop- 
ments the Fresno “Republican” says: “The statistical 
strength of the raisin market has been an admitted 
fact since L. F. Giffen put things on better legs last 
winter, but there is now added to this the fact that 
no firm or faction seems interested in bearing the mar- 
ket, that it seems to packers’ interests as well as those 
of growers for a slightly rising market to be main- 
tained through the year, and that shortage of certain 
lines of goods on which Europe is usually strong gives 
an unexpected outlet for California raisins this season. 

“The offer of Peter Droge to take 5,000 tons of 
raisins at 2144 cents stands as a concrete example of 
the situation as it is now felt by the packers. Its sig- 
nificance in this way was pointed out yesterday by a 
leading packer of this city. 

“*A year ago,’ he remarked, ‘such a proposition as 
that advanced by Mr. Droge would not have been 
possible. With a downward tendency such as there 
was then, no offer to buy a block of goods of that size 
would have had the slightest effect. But the fact is, 
the tendency is all upward now, surely if not over- 
whelmingly, and such an offer, coming while the posi- 
tion of things is so strong, is enough to accomplish the 
desired result of fixing a minimum price.’ 

“Thus, a better market for raisins is looked for—not 
a spectacular bull market, but one which will show a 
slight upward tendency throughout the year. It is 
predicted that the present crop will go to 3% cents be- 
fore it is all moved off. 

“*You see,’ said the same packer, in talking over 
the situation, ‘more money can be made by the pack- 
ers on a rising than a falling market. It is to the in- 
terests of the packers to see things look up a bit right 
along. When the price is slumping there is always 
trouble in getting a jobber to take goods after the 
order has been confirmed. It goes to arbitration, and 
the jobber does the arbitrating. The result is that the 
shipper gets it in the neck. We can all make more 
money on a rising market, and that is what we want 
to see. 

“ ‘Besides, no one is interested in bearing just now. 
If someone were starting a big bull campaign there 
might be something in the theory that strong bears 
were getting into the field or would get into the field. 
But there is no one to fight, and why should there be 
a bear campaign? There isn’t.’ 

“The statistical strength of raisins is something 
which is changing constantly for the better. While 
the strength existed through the early months of this 
year, statistically, it did not exist as markedly as at 
present for two reasons. Since then a large amount 
of raisins has been sold, and the holdover reduced to 
almost negligible proportions. Besides, the coming 


in of the present crop shows it to be something like 
15 per cent short, by conservative estimate. 


“Following figures further, estimating the muscat 
crop at 15 per cent short, and the holdover at 10 per 
cent of a normal crop, there is yet something like 5 
per cent now on hand less than the total of last year’s 
crop. Besides this, there was a large holdover to deal 
with last year. It is estimated that something like 
80,000 tons have been sold in the eastern markets in 
the last year. Nothing like that amount of goods is in 
sight for the coming year. Why shouldn't it all be 
sold, and at profitable figures? asks the packer who 
thinks the situation hopefui. 

“Further, it is generally admitted that a good mar- 
ket now exists. There is nothing spectacular, but a 
lot of raisins are being sold right now, and quite a 
number are going out all the time.” 


SPECIALTY MEN’S ASSOCIATION TO MEET. 

The annual convention of the American Specialty 
Manufacturers’ Association will be held in New York, 
November 17 and 18. The program will be an- 
nounced later. Prior to this convention, by two 
months, will be held a conference of this association 
with the associations of manufacturers’ representa- 
tives in the eastern states. 

The coming convention will be the most important 
this organization has ever held. Although the pro- 
gram has not been announced, it is said that the mat- 
ters which will come up for discussion are of the 
greatest importance to the trade.

REASONS FOR INCREASED DEMAND FOR SALMON. 

Says a well known man in the salmon trade: “When 
we stop to figure the relative value of salmon as a 
food product it is not surprising that the past year 
has made a record both as to prices and sales. That 
might have been possible without the attending cir- 
cumstances of high cost of other food products, but 
there is no doubt that the high prices which have pre- 
vailed on pork and other meats, heretofore relatively 
cheap, have turned the attention of consumers more 
directly to salmon as a cheap and acceptable substi- 
tute for pork and other meat. It is natural, therefore, 
that salmon should have sold so much more largely 
than usual that the market is now closely cleaned up, 
particularly as the demand has been heavy during those 
months when ordinarily salmon was something of a 
drug in the market. Columbia river packers’ prices 
opened higher than a year ago, and in spite of the 
advance receipts are absorbed as fast as they arrive. 
It is said to be certain that the pack on Puget Sound of 
sockeye salmon will be short, as this is one of the off 
years, and prices on sockeyes will probably be nearly 
if not quite as high as those made on 1910 spring pack 
Columbia river chinooks.” 


GREAT OYSTERS IN NILE. 

Dr. Hume, head of the Egyptian Geological Survey, 
says in an article in The Cairo Scientific Journal, 
that government engineers constructing a bridge from 
Boulac to Ghezireh, while boring for the erection of 
the piers came across the remains of an old building, 
on which were found clinging a large number of 
oysters of a giant species. Some of them have most 
perfect mother-of-pearl. They belong to what is called 


the Etheria Nilotica and traces of this species are to 
be found all over Egypt, but above the present leye] 
of the Nile. Their existence in such places has greatly 
helped scientists in determining previous courses of 
the river. 

The Nile oyster has some interesting comrades in 
the Niie crab and the lanistes, a sort of snail, which 
differs from the ordinary snail in that it has its spiral 
wound in the reverse direction. It remains to be seen 
whether this oyster/is of an edible nature. 

This discovery of pearl bearing oysters is interesting, 
in view of the experiments of the Soudan government 
in the Red Sea. 


BRIGHT FROSPECTS FOR OYSTER SEASON. 


As has been predicted from time to time in the past, 
the oyster season, which opens the latter part of the 
month, will be a phenomenal one if business is half as 
good as it is expected to be. Everything points to a 
banner year. We print in another part of the paper 
the news that one Rockaway firm has already con- 
tracted with two customers, to supply each with 30,000 
gallons of oyster during the coming season. This cer- 
tainly looks good as a starter. It is true that up to 
this time there has not been any indication of a set 
in these parts, still that will not affect the oyster in- 
dustry of this season. It is something to be consid- 
ered three or four years from now. Rhode Island has 
a fine set, Frank W. Smith, of Warren, advising us 
on that point. In Chesapeake Bay there is almost a 
set every year, so altogether, oystermen ought to feel 
thankful that prospects are as bright as they now ap- 
pear.—Fishing Gazette.

J. Ed. Guenther, Kentucky Canner, Investigates Italian 
Tomato Paste Canning—Believes American Canners Can 
Produce Article About as Cheaply as the Italians. 

OweEnssoro, Ky., Aug. 4, 1916. 

Epiror CANNER: On page 11, under the title head of ‘‘ To- 
mato Canning in Italy—Large Exports to the United States,’’ 
referring to which I will state that I made the inquiry to the 
eonsul at Palermo, Italy, to ascertain to what extent the Italian 
paste was shipped to the United States, the price at which 
it was entered for duty for export, the cosi of the cans, cases 
and other expenses connected with the handling of this export 
stuff; then I investigated as to the quantity imported into the 
United States and the best markets. 

[ thought that I sd discovered a market that might be sup- 
plied by the America manufacturers of tomato products. The 
thing that hindered my entering the business of manufacturing 
tomato paste was the cost of the American tin cans. By that 
I mean tin eans made in America. The duty assessed by the 
United States on this paste was on a basis of 40% ad valorem, 
on the value of the product, at the factory where it is produced 
in italy. 

Your article states that the price per 100 cases, each case 
to hold 250 cans, 7 oz. tin, about $26.00. The price obtained 
for the Italian paste, according to the best information [I was 
able to get, was from $2.00 to $2.60 per huadred cans, duty 
paid, delivered at the American ports. 

The cost of a sanitary can delivered at the various factories, 
according io the information given me by the consut in Ltaly, 
was $6.27 per thousand. The price of the Ameyican sanitary 
ean, same size as the Italian, in the plain tin was finally re- 
duced in their endeavor to try to aid me in getting the tomato 





paste business and was $8.50 per thousand, which would make 
the net cost delivered at our factory, counting freight 25 cents 
per thousand, about $8.70 per thousand. 

Upon investigaton, I found that the freight from Palermo 
to New York or Néw Orleans was about as high as from oyr 
factory to at least one of the markets we sought to supply. The 
cost of the cases can be no more; the cost of fuel for many- 
facturing purposes is certainly no higher. I believe that we 
can produce tomatoes here about as cheaply as the Italians do 
in the matter in which they produce it. It narows down to the 
question of the cost of the cans and the cost of the labor. It 
does look as if the duty impo.-ed by the government should 
be a sufficient amount to permit us to get this business on to- 
mato paste, but, after careful investigation, I gave it up, 
The principle obstacle being the difference in the cost of the 
empty cans. 

It would appear that our Italian friends are as unmindful 
of their profits and actual loss in the tomato packing business 
as are the American packers.

The following notices of judgment under the Fed- 
eral food law, issued a few days since by the United 
States Department of Agriculture, will be of interest 
to CANNER readers: 

Notice of Judgment No. 457—Adulteration and Misbranding 
of Evaporated Apples. 


During the month of October, 1909, The Wallerstein 
Produce Co., Richmond, Va., shipped from the state 
of Virginia to the state of Ohio twelve cases of evap- 
orated apples, each containing 48 cartons. The product 
was labeled “Dime Brand Choice Evaporated Apples. 
Packed by Wallerstein Produce Co., Richmond, Va.” 

Examinations of samples of this product made by 
the Bureau of Chemistry, United States Department 
of Agriculture, showed it to be adulterated and mis- 
branded within the meaning of the food and drugs 
act of June 30, 1906. As it appeared from the findings 
of the analyst and report made that the shipment was 
liable to seizure under section 10 of the act, the sec- 
retary of agriculture reported the facts to the United 
States attorney for the southern district of Ohio. 

In due course a libel was filed against the said twelve 
cases of evaporated apples, in the District Court of the 
United States for said district, charging the above 
shipment and alleging the product to be adulterated, 
in that it consisted in part of a filthy, decomposed 
vegetable substance, to-wit, moldy and rotten portions 
of apples, worms, worm excreta, seeds, cores, and gen- 
eral apple waste product; and to be misbranded, in 
that the label above quoted represented the product 
to consist of “Choice Evaporated Apples,” whereas, in 
truth and in fact, the product was not choice but of 
inferior quality, contaminated and decomposed. No 
claimant having appeared, a decree pro confesso was 
rendered by the court, finding that all of the material 
allegations of the libel were true, condemning the 
product, and directing the United States marshal to 
destroy the same forthwith, which was done. 


Notice of Judgment No. 455—Misbranding of Canned 
Tomatoes. 


On-or about July 22, August 10, and November 18, 
1908, Isador Levin, trading as S. H. Levin’s Sons, 
Leipsic, Del., shipped from the state of Delaware to 
the state of Pennsylvania 2,300 cases of canned to- 
matoes, each of which cases was labeled: “The Climax 
Tomatoes, 1% doz. gal. cans. S. H. Levin’s Sons, 


Leipsic, Del.” Examination of samples of this prod- 
uct made by the Bureau of Chemistry, United States 
Department of agriculture, showed it to be misbranded 
within the meaning of the food and drugs act of June 
30, 1906. As it appeared from the findings of the 
analyst and report made that the shipment was liable 
to seizure under section 10 of the act, the secreta 
of agriculture reported the facts to the United States 
attorney for the eastern district of Pennsylvania. 

On May 14, 1909, a libel was filed in the District 
Court of the United States for said district againgt 
said 2,300 cases, charging the above shipment, allegj 
the misbranding of the product in that the label above 
quoted represented each of the cans in said 2,300 cases 
to contain 1 gallon of the product, when, as a matter 
of fact, each can contained only 8-10 gallon, and pray- 
ing seizure, condemnation, and forfeiture. On the 
next day Isador Levin, trading as S. H. Levin’s Sons, 
filed a claim to said 2,300 cases. 

On May 17, 1909, the court entered a decree declar- 
ing the product to be misbranded as alleged in the 
libel, and decreeing its condemnation and forfeiture 
to the United States, with a proviso, however, that 
said product be delivered to the above mentioned 
claimant upon his paying the costs of the proceedings 
and executing and delivering a good and sufficient 
bond in the sum of $2,500, conditioned that the prod- 
uct be not sold or otherwise disposed of in violation 
of law. On the same date the claimant paid the costs 
and executed and delivered the required bond, and the 
product was restored to him in accordance with the 
terms of said decree. 

Notice of Judgment No. 456—Misbranding of Canned 

Pineapple. 


On or about March 26 and June 27, 1908, there were 
shipped from New York City to Philadelphia, Pa,, 
113 packages of canned pineapples, each package con- 
taining 48 cans of the product. Thirty-four of said 
packages were labeled “B. S. 58 114 lbs. Subes” on the 
outside of the package, and each of the cans contained 
therein bore the label “Singapore Chop Tan Hin Brand 
Pineapple Cubes. The Paul-Taylor-Brown Co., Im- 
porters, New York.” Thirty-two of said packages 
were labeled “B. S. 114 lbs. Chunk” on the outside 
of the package, and each of the cans contained therein 
was labeled “Singapore Chop Tan Hin Pineapple 
Chunk. The Paul-Taylor-Brown Co., Importers, New 
York.” Twenty-four of said packages were labeled 
“Chop Tan Hin Sliced Pineapple. ‘The Taylor-Brown 
Co., New York,” on the outside of the package, and 
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105 N. Frederick St.

As it appeared from the findings of the analyst 
and report made that the shipments were liable to 
seizure under section 10 of the act, the Secretary of 
Agriculture reported the facts to the United States at- 
torney for the Eastern District of Pennsylvania. 

On May 4, 1909, a libel was filed against the said 
113 packages of pineapple in the district court of the 
United States for said district, charging the above 
shipments and alleging misbranding of the product, 
in that the cans contained in the 66 packages first above 
mentioned did not each contain 114 pounds, as repre- 
sented on the respective labels, but only 19.93 ounces 
each; in that the canis contained in the 24 packages 
next above mentioned did not each contain 134 pounds, 
as represented in the label thereon, but only 21.58 
ounces each; and in that the cans contained in 23 
packages next above mentioned did not each contain 
134 pounds, as set forth in the label thereon, but only 
21.65 ounces each. 

On May 15, 1909, the firm of Reese, Parvin & Co., 
Philadelphia, Pa., entered a claim to the above men- 
tioned 113 cases, and on May 17, 1909, the court en- 
tered a decree of condemnation and forfeiture, declar- 
ing the product to be misbranded as alleged in the libel, 
with the proviso, however, that said product be deliv- 
ered to the above mentioned claimants upon their pay- 
ing the costs of the proceedings and executing a good 
and sufficient bond in the sum of $1,000, conditioned 
that the product be not sold or otherwise disposed of in 
violation of law. On the same day the claimants paid 
the costs and delivered the required bond. and the 
product was delivered to them in accordance with the 
terms of the decree.

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By Lang Canning & Preserving Company: “Corn is 
needing rain badly. Unless we have rain within a 
week we will be unable to open up.” 

Corn, New York. 

By the Le Roy Canning Company, Le Roy: “We 
find our sweet corn crop about two weeks’ late. It is 
growing well now, and should we have a late fall we 
expect a normal pack from the acreage contracted, 
which is about the same as last year.” 

By F. F. Hubbard, Canastota: “We have had about 
two weeks of fine corn weather and it certainly has 
made good, but it seems to be very uneven, and it will 
require a late season to secure it all, but think we will 
round up with a fair average crop.” 

By the Burt Olney Canning Company, Oneida: 
“Unless corn is damaged by early frost the prospects 
for a good pack are very promising. The crop is about 
ten days’ or two weeks’ late, but good growing weather 
during the past month had the desired effect.” 

By the Fredonia Preserving Company, Fredonia: 
“Corn is looking fairly well where there is a good stand 
and will probably produce a moderate yield before 
frost. But many pieces were poor seeding and wet 
weather lost us fully a third of our acreage.” 

By the Haserot Canneries Company, Forestville: 
“During the past three weeks sweet corn fields have 
shown remarkable improvement. Everything is late; 
75 per cent would be a fair estimate at this time, 
against 60 per cent a month ago.” 

By the Cherry Creek Canning Company, Cherry 
Creek: “The corn outlook is very unsatisfactory. Most 
of the pieces are very uneven and unless weather con- 
ditions are particularly favorable from now until it is 
time to harvest the crop it will be a very light pack. 
The weather conditions at present are not at all favor- 
able, being very cold for this season of the year.” 


C, 8, TRENCH & CO.’S DISCUSSION OF THE SITUATION 
ON TIN. 


REPRINTED FROM THE AUGUST I CIRCULAR OF C. S. 
TRENCH & CO., NEW YORK. 

Tin.—The items of interest since our last have been 
as follows: 

1. An extremely small jobbing demand, which 
seemed to correctly reflect the recession in business. 

2. The lack of interest shown in future deliveries, 
and except on three or four days an almost complete 
absence of trading in futures. 

3. The failure of the s. s. “Mesaba” to sail from 
London, the market being deprived of some 500 to 600 
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tons that would under ordinary circumstances have 
reached us this month. 

4. The fear from this cause, that some interests 
might be unable to carry out their July commitments, 
under which. influence the spot and July position ad- 
vanced ¥% cent per pound over the price for ex-“Minne- 
waska” due August 1. This premium disappeared in 
the past two or three days on private settlements of 
less than 100 tons. 

The astonishing report from the New York 
Metal Exchange (the recognized authority on tin sta- 
tistics in this market), that the phenomenal deliveries 
for June of 5,000 tons, had been followed by deliveries 
for July of 3,800 tons. 

Whether the London market will credit this as actual 
consumption, and what effect it will have on prices, 
will not be known until tomorrow when that market 
opens again after the bank holiday. Of course such 
American deliveries will make the increase of visible 
supplies on August 1 much smaller than was expected. 

Taking for granted, but which is by no means a 
certainty, that the New York warehouses have cor- 
rectly reported the stocks they hold, together with 
the amount on docks, and that this amount is only 698 
tons, as we know of about 400 tons so-called impure 
tin as being in New York, the conclusion is that the 
stocks of Straits is less than 300 tons. This is diffi- 
cult to believe. If true, it means that the United States 
Steel Corporation have no stocks here, and are carry- 
ing their usual supplies at their works, and it has been 
suggested that such a move may have been made to 
keep their real situation from the knowledge of the 
market. 

With July deliveries of 3,800 tons the American con- 
sumption for the past two months has reached the 
enormous amount of 8,800 tons. The largest months 
that the trade experienced in its history were May, 
1903, 4,200 tons, and April, 1903, and April, 1910, 
4,100 tons, therefore in the past two months we have 
delivered 500 tons more into consumption than the 
largest two other months on record, and 2,000 tons 
more than the corresponding two months of last year. 

It would be an insult to one’s intelligence to be 
asked to believe that there has been any such enormous 
increase in American consumption in the past two 
months, in the face of a slightly lessened tin plate pro- 
duction over rate of earlier in the year, and a falling 
off in business, to which almost every pig tin consumer 
in this country can bear testimony, to his regret.

The principal call has been for extra standard 
in sanitary can and full standard unlabeled, in regular 
and sanitary cans. We have booked the largest amount 
of fancy tomatoes in years considering conditions and 
packers are beginning to be anxious regarding the 
outcome of the crop. We call your attention to our 
summary of prices on the first page of our leaflet. Note 
a few of our spot offerings, which we consider really 
good. 


By Strasbaugh, Silver & Co., Aberdeen, Md. 

Future Tomatoes—Threes tomatoes, 1910 packing, 
are being offered at 671% cents; when full standard 
quality is wanted and reliable contract, 70 cents is 
the price; extra quality 7214 to 75 cents. Business is 
being booked from day to day on this basis. “You 
pays your money, you takes your choice.” Of course, 
all shipments as soon as packed will go out in bright 
tins, clean cases and in good condition. There is a 
great question which is the best purchase—the old 
goods with the six months guarantee, or new goods 
with the full limit guarantee reaching the buyer in 
A No. 1 condition. Future 2s are firmly held at 50 
to 52% cents. Inquiries on the basis of 4714 cents 
fail to obtain the right brand and quality. Present 
prices are so near the cost that it depends upon what 
kind of a season the packer has as to whether they 
show a profit or loss, and until the final figures are 
in the packer will not know. For this reason, there 
is not over-anxiety among packers to book further 
orders for futures at present’ prices, but as orders are 
received they are usually confirmed, and if many 
quantity orders were received, there would be a with- 
drawal for the present. 

Future Corn—Packers are resting content with the 
future orders which they have already booked and no 
one is pushing for business. Lack of rain when corn 
is shooting means a short yield of corn, and so far as 
this immediate section is concerned, the well-posted 
man of experience who advanced the prophesy that 
there would be only a half pack of corn in this section 
has no reason so far to take to the bushes.

Spot and Future Tomatoes—With crop conditions 
generally throughout this section showing improvement 
there has been this week more of a disposition on the 
part of holders of 1909 tomatoes to clean up and ac- 
cept concessions on previous quotations so that quota- 
tions of the week have in consequence been more ir- 
regular and more divergent than customary. Several 
lots of good standard 3s in good condition have been 


cleaned up this week at 65 cents, f. o. b. Maryland 


and Delaware factories, with some business done this 
week on well known brands at 70 cents, f. o. b. Balti- 
more. It is not often that the market shows a range 
of five cents on standard 3s as has obtained this week. 
Present indications are that barring unforeseen crop 
conditions there is likely to be more of this cieaning 
up on the part of spot holders who have gotten tired

waiting for improved market conditions, particularly 
so, since Baltimore from now out is likely to materially 
increase her output of new packing tomatoes from 
week to week. Business of the week on 2s and 103 
also shows some shading as compared to quotations 
of a week ago. While this market on new packing 
has been able this week to make a beginning, there igs 
little probability that operations among local houses 
will become general until receipts out of the new crop 
are considerably larger than they have been this week, 
and until the raw ‘market shall settle down to a basis 
that will induce general packing. Indications are that 
from now out shipments of raw stock to this market 
will be increasing from day to day and that the market 
on raw stock will settle to figures that will be of ad- 
Within the last few days 
quality of receipts of tomatoes from nearby sections 
has improved considerably. Shipments out of new 
packing tomatoes from this market have been made 
this week. Correspondence of the week from country 
sections in the tri-states territory have been very 
much brighter as to the prospects for the coming crop. 
3usiness booked this week out of new packing for 
fall delivery very light. We are in position to book 
a limited quantity of business on good standard 3s out 
of new packing for August shipment at 6714 cents per. 
dozen, cash less 1144 per cent, f. o. b. factory, with 
Baltimore rate of freight guaranteed.

Two events of great importance in the canned goods 
business of the country occurred this week, namely, 
the opening of the canning season of 1910 for both 
tomatoes and peaches in this market, and within five 


or six days all the big canneries in this city will be at 


work on them full blast. The early crop of southern 
tomatoes, grown in the states south of Maryland, with 
the exception of Virginia, is not suitablé for canning 
purposes, and the great packing houses here never 
touch them, but wait for the home-grown article which © 
has made this state famous the world over. Ata 
banquet in New York a few years ago, a well-known 
rear admiral of our navy said that the lanes of the 
ocean everywhere could easily be followed by the trail 
of empty temato cans from Maryland. Local rains 
during this week have broken the drouth, and the 
growers are more hopeful that the weather conditions 
during this month will be favorable for the crop 
throughout this section, though they are not confident 
that the yield will overcome the decrease in the acreage. 
During the next week or ten days the Baltimore can- 
ners will be ready to make shipments from the new 
pack, and unless stopped by early frost, a shortage in 
the crop, or for some other unanticipated reason, every 
tomato canner will be running on full time until the 
last picking is in the tins. The canners outside of 
3altimore now expect to open their factories about 
August 10. The undertone to the market continues 
firm, and the visit last week of several prominent west- 
ern tomato canners hunting for good bargains in this 
market, both spots and futures, helped to strengthen 
the arguments of those who were already strong in 
their views as to the course of the market prices in the 
fall months.

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William Arnold’s small canning plant at Bono, Ark., 
has started work on tomatoes. 

The Fremont Canning Company has established a 
string bean station at Newaygo, Mich. 

A late report from Berryville, Ark., stated that the 
new canning plant there was packing rhubarb. 

A canning factory is being talked of for Morton, 
Minn., which is situated in a fine corn country. 

The Empson canning plants at Longmont, Greeley 
and Loveland, Colo., have finished the season’s run 
on “peas. 

The Gleason, Tenn., canning factory has been pur- 
chased by E. A. White and others for $1,500. It was 
built in 1908. 

The Napa, Cal., cannery is reported to be running 
full blast now on peaches, necessitating sending out a 
call for more help. 

The Puxico Canning Company, of Puxico, Mo., has 
been incorporated with $5,000 capital stock by John D. 
Moulder and E. Hawks. 

It is reported that C. H. Bussell may reopen the 
canning plant of the Chick Canning Company, says a 
report from North Yakima, Wash. 

A report from Tyler, Tex., states that the Tyler 
cannery had a fine run on peaches, putting up a total 
of about 600,000 cans, besides some 40,000 cans of 
blackberries. 

It is reported from Van Buren, Ark., that a canning 
company there has been compelled this season to work 
eighteen hours daily to handle the big peach crop in 
that section. 

The Marshall, Texas, canning factory has handled 
the largest business this season that it has handled in 
any season since it was built. All of the fruit canned 
was home-grown. 

The Shelbyville Canning Company, Shelbyville, Ind., 
expects to start its factory about the middle of the 
month. We understand that this factory will be oper- 
ated on corn only this year. 

A Valparaiso, Ind., report says: “The Wabash 
canning factory will can elderberries, which are abun- 
dant there. This is the only factory in Indiana or the 
West that cares for this crop.’ 

Announcement is made by the Tuhey Canning Com- 
pany, of Muncie, Ind., that its capacity will be doubled 
this fall and its plant be made twice the present size, 


the work to be done in time to care for next season’s 


crops. The improvements will cost, according to re- 
port from Muncie, approximately $50,000. 

The Umpqua Co-operative Packing Company is 
building a salmon cannery at Gardiner, Wash., on the 
Umpqua river, which it is expected-will be ready for 
operation during the coming season. 

Announcement was made some days ago that the 
factory of the Anderson Canning Company, of Ander- 
son, Ind., was ready to open for the season’s work, 
which will be largely on corn this year. 

The Fountain Canning Company is to be incorpo- 
rated shortly with $50,000 capital. The company will 
be controlled by the Fountain Valley Land Company, 
of which W. C. Johnston, of Colorado Springs, is pres- 
ident. 

From the Canton, IIl., Register: “The Geneseo 
Canning Factory canned 28,765 cases of peas this 
season. The crop was quite large and the peas of an 
excellent variety. Some of the growers received $70 
per acre for their product.” 

According to a report from Silver City, N. M., the 
canning plant which is being erected on the Mimbres 
River, about nine miles from Spaulding, a station on 
the Santa Fe branch, from Deming, N. M., is nearing 
completion. It will handle fruits and probably vege- 
tables. 

From the ‘“‘Gazette,” of Rockford, Ill.: “The Rock- 
ford Canning Company is enlarging its plant to take 
care of 1,000 acres of sweet corn for which it has con- 
tracted and which will soon be ready for canning. Em- 
ployment will be given to about 200 hands during the 
canning season.” 

The Humboldt, Tenn., canning factory has started 
up for the season’s work, and it is running full time, 
working about 150 hands. B. A. Craddock, manager 
of this concern, states that the factory has started 
about two weeks earlier this year than usual, and he 
anticipates an extra heavy run. 

Langhoff Bros., of New Orleans, are planning to 
establish a large and completely equipped canning fac- 
tory there for putting up molasses. The firm will be 
incorporated under the name of Langhoff Bros., with 
a capitalization of $50,000, and the officers will be as 
follows: Messrs. August J. Langhoff, president ; Leo- 
pold J. Manger, vice-president; Charles H. C. Lang- 
hoff, treasurer, and George I. Langhoff, secretary. 
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Fruit Crop 
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An Auburn, Cal., advice says that the Placer county 
apple crop is less than half of a yield. 

A report from Oswego county, New York, says that 
pears will exceed 50 per cent of a crop there and that 
apples are very poor. 

Butte county, California, fruit growers will hold a 
meeting within a few days to discuss plans for effect- 
ing an organization and improvement of their fruit 
pack. 

Pear packing has been finished in Genesee county, 
New York. The crop was very short near Le Roy, 
owing to unfavorable weather conditions while the 
crop was growing. 

The Lilly Orchard Fruit Company, of Bloomington, 


’ Tl, has been incorporated; capital, $30,000; general 


nursery business; C. M. Noble, L. B. Merwin, C. J. 
Northrup, L. M. Graham, C. C. Marquis. 

Prunes are ripening around Gilroy, Cal., and will be 
ready for drying in a short time. Orchardists are get- 
ting ready for the drying season and thousands of men 
and women will soon be busy handling this year’s crop 
of fruit. 

Recent reports from Salem, Ore., stated that the 
prune market at the time of writing was much excited 
owing to the continued heavy demand, particularly 
for export, which had caused packers, in view of the 
small supply, to raise their prices half a cent a pound. 

Regarding the apple crop in Steuben county, New 
York, a report to American Agriculturist says that 
“The apple crop around Corning is far from having a 
satisfactory appearance. Orchards blossomed quite 
freely, but the freeze did some damage, so that now 
there is a very poor showing for apples.” 

Reports from the western New York peach belt show 
that the crop this year will run 25 per cent better than 
last year, when the largest crop in years was harvested. 
On August 15 “peach trains” over all the roads center- 
ing in Rochester will begin to move the crop to New 
York, Philadelphia and Boston. 

The Garcia & Maggini Company have shipped this 
week twelve carloads of the famous Sebastopol Graven- 
stein apples, says the Sebastopol (Cal.) Times of July 
23. Twenty hands are employed in the packing of 
apples in the big building. This is double the number 
of hands employed there at this time last season. The 
firm will send out a large shipment of Gravensteins to 





the Philippines next Wednesday. J. W. Turner, the 
local manager for the Garcia & Maggini Company, 
states that he will send out for the firm about fifty 
carloads of Gravensteins this season, to be shipped all 
over the world. 

It is reported from Suisun, Cal., that Ernst Luehn- 
ing, the pioneer packer of dried fruits, at present pro- 
prietor of a large packing house in Hamburg, Ger- 
many, has formally closed the amalgamation of the 
Ernst Luehning Fruit Packing Company and the 
American Fruit and Product Company. Formerly the 
American Fruit and Product Company was leased. 

With one million apple trees producing 4,500 cars 
of Bellflower and Newtown pippins each year, not to 
mention several hundred cars of Gravensteins and 
other varieties, the greater part of which are shipped. 
to eastern and European markets, with 500,000 more 
trees coming into bearing next year, Watsonville, 
Cal., has decided on holding an apple show. The dates 
are October 10 to 15, both inclusive. The objects of 
this “Apple Annual’—for it is incorporated and will 
be held yearly hereafter—are to promote competition 
among growers, improve the quality of the pack by 
better selection and grading, and attract attention at 
the hands of buyers at home and abroad. Prizes have 
been offered in the various contests. 

Vice-Consul-General Henry D. Baker, of Sydney, 
writes that information received from London regard- 
ing this season’s arrivals of Australian and Tasmanian 
apples is to the effect that the market there has proved 
quite good this year, there being very little competition 
with American and Canadian apples. “During April 
85,787 cases of apples, 4,986 cases of pears, and 147 
cases of grapes had reached London from Australia 
and Tasmania, and in addition Liverpool had received 
about 20,000 cases. At public sales of Australian 
apples, Western Australian Jonathans and Cleopatras 
sold as high as 16s. ($3.88) per case; Australian-New 
York pippins, 7s. gd. ($1.88) ; Five-crown pippins, 9s. 
3d. ($2.24) to 12s. ($2.91) ; Rome Beauties, ros. 6d. 
($2.55) to 12s. 6d. ($3.03) ; Spitzbergen, 8s. 3d. ($2) ; 
Ben Davis, 8s. ($1.94). The agent-general for New 
South Wales has recommended that all pears be 
wrapped up separately in paper, that plenty of wood- 
wool be used, and that the fruit be packed in trays, two 
to form a package, each tray containing about 15 
pounds of fruit.” ;

Tim O’Byrne is spending a well earned vacation 
in the East, including in his itinerary Washington, 
Atlantic City and New York. Joe Scott and Jim 
O’Byrne are not overlooking any business in the 
absence of the head of the firm. 

Henry Jacobs, of the California Canneries Co., San 
Francisco, Cal., returned to New York early last week 
from a tour of the principal canned fruit markets in 
England. He reports trade prospects good and the 
outlook as favorable for a big business in California 
canned fruits. He states that large sales of futures 
have been made. 

J. N. Grant, of Grant, Beall & Co., Chicago, took 
part in the great parade of the Knights Templar in 
this city on Tuesday. Mr. Grant is a member of St. 
Bernard Drill Corps, which was the prize-winning 
corps at the last tri-ennial conclave, held at Saratoga. 
St. Bernard Drill Corps wasn’t in the competition 
earlier in the week, being among the hosts to the vis- 
itors from other cities and states, but will give an 
exhibition drill this afternoon at the National League 
ball park, on the West Side. 

F. Sardou, the Topeka canner, stopped off in Chi- 
cago Tuesday morning while en route to France. Mr. 
Sardou is new in the canning business, but is going 
at it in the right way to achieve success; that is, he 
is paying speciai attention to the packing of quality. 
This year he is packing beets and pumpkin, intending 
to add other lines later.

and every one of whom has been told “The town is 
yours.”

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WEIGHT OF SANITARY CAN CAUSES PROTEST—CALI- 
FORNIA FRUIT CANNERS’ ASSOCIATION REPLIES. 


The sanitary can has attracted the attention of Eng- 
lish purchasers of California canned fruits, and it has 
reveloped that some buyers decided that they were 
being deceived as to the weight of these cans, their 
suspicion leading them to declare that the contents is 
less than in the case of the old style cans. (As a mat- 
ter of fact, the capacity of both styles of can is identical, 
and the so-called sanitary can has been thought su- 
perior and costs more money.) The matter has evi- 
dently been taken seriously by the English trade, and 
it was brought to the attention of the Incorporated 
Chamber of Commerce of Liverpool. The committee 
of the canned goods trade section of that organization 
held a meeting on June 23 to consider the subject and 
the following resolution was passed as a result of the 
session. 

‘*Resolved, That the committee of the canned goods trade 
section of the Incorporated Chamber of Commerce of Liver- 
pool, having recently observed a serious reduction in the 
weight of the sanitary cans of California fruit, as compared 
with soldered cans, protest most strongly against the action 
of certain canners in arbitrarily reducing the weight below 
what was hitherto customary without notifying the buyers 
of such goods. The committee is of the opinion that can- 
ners should be made aware of the occurrences, and that 
steps be taken at once to standardize the weight of Califor- 
nia canned fruits, for the due protection of the interests 
of buyers and consumers.’’ 

A letter calling attention to this subject, and con- 
taining the above resolution, has been sent to many 
individual canners throughout the country and to the 
Canners League of California, which organization is 
making investigation of the facts in the case. The 
Chamber of Commerce of San Francisco has also in- 
terested itself in the matter, and, in response to a 
communication from the latter body, the California 
Fruit Canners Association outlines in detail the posi- 
tion of the canners there in reference to it. This letter 
reads in full as follows: 

“We beg to acknowledge your favor of July 7 en- 
closing the letter from the Incorporated Chamber of 
Commerce of Liverpool, and thank you for your 
courtesy in asking for our opinion. 

“The facts of the matter are that the fruit canners 
of California have been using for many years what 
is known as the cap-hole can, the fruit being filled 
through a small opening in one end of the can, the 
sugar syrup filled in, and then the tin cap is soldered. 
When the can was well filled the application of the 
hot soldering iron on the outside of the cap usually 
scorched the syrup where is was in contact with the 
inner side of the cap, giving rise to continued com- 
plaints and claims, from British buyers particularly, as 
the smaller and less informed dealers regarded the 
black flakes of burned sugar as dirt and as evidence 
of carelessness in packing. The unfortunate part of 
it was the higher the quality or grade of the fruit the 
more prevalent was the burned sugar, for the reason 
that on the higher grades a heavier sugar syrup is used, 
and the heavier the syrup the more readily is it 
scorched. 

“The canners in California have spent large sums of 
money in experiments of various kinds to obviate this 
difficulty, and last season used, to a small extent, the 
so-called sanitary can—a container more expensive 
than the old style can, but one that promised to obviate 
entirely the difficulty of burned sugar, for the reason 
that one end of the can is left entirely open, the fruit 
the can is crimped on by a mechanical process without 


and syrup is filled in, and then the entire head or lid of 
the use of heat or solder. Apparently the one draw- 
back is that the contents of the can must be pressed 
down below the top to prevent any of the syrup or 
fruit fiber from coming into the joint before or during 
the crimping process. This would not only disfigure 
the fruit, but destrop the hermetic sealing necessary to 
the keeping quality of the goods. As the fruit is filled 
into each can before cooking, great care must be used 
in pressing it down for fear of crushing or mashing 
it, as this latter condition of crushed or mashed fruit 
is most objectionable tc British buyers. In this way 
the sanitary can shows a slightly lighter content, par- 
ticularly on fruit of large pieces like pears and peaches, 
the difference being hardly appreciable, though. It is 
believed that the advantages more than offset the slight 
falling off in weight, and the larger part of the ex- 
port movement this year will be made in the new style 


can. 

“With regard to the alleged arbitrary action on the 
part of the canners last year, it should be answered: 

‘*First—That the proportion shipped was trifling as com- 
pared with the quantity shipped in the old style can. 

**Second—That the variation in weight was so small that 
it was not discovered by packers before shipment nor by’ 
the buyers on receipt of the goods. Later on, when it ap- 
peared that there was this variation, most of the buyers 
were well pleased, apparently, with the new package and 
absence of burned sugar, for they not only made no com- 
plaint, but expressed satisfaction. 

‘*Third—The fact that the new can actually costs more 
than the old style package must relieve the canners from 
any suspicion of trying to impose upon their customers. 

‘*Fourth—It is physically impossible to fix an absolute 
and exact weight of fruit to the can. Some fruit being 
juicier shrinks more in the processing, which, as explained 
above, takes place after the fresh fruit is filled into the 
can, each container hecoming its own cooking vessel. 

‘‘Pifth—It is to the interest of the canner, at least so 
far as extra standard and higher grades of fruit are con- 
cerned, and these constitute the bulk of the export move- 
ment to Great Britain, to fill as much fruit as possible, for 
the reason that the fruit costs less than the sugar syrup 
which it displaces. 

‘*Sixth—It now appears that the larger part of the move- 
ment of the pack of 1910 will be made in the sanitary ean. 
The British trade is being so advised. There is no ocea- 
sion for misunderstanding, for if any buyers object to the 
new style ean they can so stipulate in placing their orders. 

‘*We believe that we have fairly represented the situa- 
tion as affecting our own business and that of others inter- 
ested in the British trade. We apologize for the length of 
this communication, but thought it necessary to place the 
entire case before you so that you could have a full under- 
standing of the matter.’’ 


THE CURRANT.

Like all other 
fruits, however, the currant becomes most profitable 
when it is given good care.

SHIPPERS READY FOR RATE BATTLE—INTERSTATE 
COMMERCE COMMISSION HEARING IN CHICAGO 
THIS MONTH. 


The opening of the interstate commerce rate hear- 
ing in Chicago, August 22, will be the beginning of one 
of the greatest commercial battles in history, accord. 
ing to indications here. 

Under the terms of the recently amended Hepburn 
act, the railroads are going to try to convince the 
commission that they are poor, struggling corporations, 
which cannot long survive unless allowed a genera] 
and marked advance in freight rates. 

Opposing them will be an army of shippers and 
shippers’ organizations, contending that the railroads 
are bursting with ill gotten gains and that the rate 
raise demanded is only another scheme for looting the 
public. 

One specific charge made by a big Chicago corpora- 
tion is that the Northwestern railroad is making so 
much money that it conceals from the public the true 
volume of its profits. 

President Taft has been deluged with letters from 
large and small corporations in all parts of the country, 
imploring him to thwart the latest move of the rail- 
roads. He also has received voluminous petitions from 
railway employes and resolutions from railway men’s 
organizations, letters from railroad supply dealers, and 
from numerous corporations, indorsing a freight rate 
advance. 

The railway supply house appear to be pretty evenly 
divided on the question. Some give general approval 
to an advance, while fully as many oppose it on the 
basis that railroad equipment is as cheap now as any 
time in the last ten years, and in many cases a good 
deal cheaper. 

The letters to the president, advocating a rate in- 
crease, submit these arguments: 

Increase in the cost of living; increased wages and 
cost of equipment warrant increased rates. 

The agitation over railroad demands is hurting busi- 
ness and should be ended by giving the roads what they 
want. 

The arguments enunciated by the protesting cor- 
porations are: 

The railroads have been wallowing in profits for 
two decades and their increase in earnings more than 
offsets any increase in expenses. 

A rate advance is needed by the roads in order to 
support dividends on an ocean of watered stock, and 
any general increase allowed will be likely to precipitate 
another stock watering panic of the 1907 brand. 

The railroads should be compelled to open their 
books and prove that they need the money. 

The alleged increase in expenses is largely due to 
grafting concessions to officials within the management 
of the railroad corporations. 

A good many of the correspondents who have sub- 
mitted their complaints to the president appear to be 
worried by ‘a report that the burden of proving the

Under an explicit provision of the amendment passed 
by congress recently the commerce commission must 
call upon the railroads to prove their case before the 
advance is authorized. The shippers may also submit 
evidence, so that the roads must prove their contentions 
in the face of adverse testimony. 


WELSH TINPLATE ACTIVITY—AN INCREASED EX- 
PORTATION, WHILE MILLS ARE VERY BUSY. 


In the following report from Cardiff, Consul Lorin 
A. Lathrop shows the sustained demand for Welsh tin 
plate and other metals: 

“The total output of iron and steel in South Wales 
is 900,000 tons per annum, the annual export being 
something under 200,000 tons, so that the large propor- 
tion finds inland markets. The local demand is for 
tin plates and galvanized sheets, of which South Wales 
is the leading manufacturing district in the United 
Kingdom. The South Wales pig-iron furnaces have to 
be entirely fed with foreign ore, nearly all of which 
comes from Spain. The annual imports of iron ore into 
South Wales exceed 1,500,000 tons, of which the 
quantity into Cardiff in 1909 totaled 662,000 tons, the 
smallest figure since 1898, the price for 50 per cent 
Spanish ore, c. i. f., averaging about $5.10 per ton. 

“Mainly owing to the great growth in the demand 
for oil cans, the tin-plate industry has not only suffered 
no reaction after the great boom of 1907, but has 
steadily increased in prosperity. Shipment from South 
Wales ports in 1909 were 375,969 tons, and during the 
first five months of 1910 there was an increase of 
25,000 tons over the same period of 1909. Mills and 
machinery are in full work, additional mills are in 
course of erection, and workingmen have no difficulty 
in securing continued employment at high wages.” 


PRESERVING GINGER IN CHINA—AMERICAN PUR- 
CHASES—NATIVE METHODS OF PREPARATION. 
The United States buys practically all its preserved 

ginger from China, the 500,000 pounds imported annu- 

ally having an invoiced unit value of 6% cents, on 
which a duty of I cent per pound and 35 per cent 


ad valorem is levied. As one-half of the supply of 
preserved ginger comes from Hongkong, the follow- 
ing report by Vice-Consul-General Ctuart J. Fuller 
will be of interest: 

“The preserving of ginger is entirely in the hands 
of the Chinese, and the ginger manufactured in Hong- 
kong is famous over the world. Tai Loong, Man 
Loong, and Sun Sing operate the largest plants. The 
raw ginger is brought into the colony from the south- 
ern provinces of China, cleaned and soaked, and then 
mixed with sugar and boiled. After this it is kept 
in casks for a number of days until ready for pack- 
ing. It is shipped in bulk in casks, and also packed in 
jars, the latter being packed so many to the case or 
to the barrel. A similar mode of procedure is fol- 
lowed in preparing Chinese chow-chow, or preserved 
fruit with a ginger base; but in the case of the latter 
the fruit must be stoned as well as cleaned.” 


CANNED FISH PLANT AT E. BOSTON. 


New England capital, Boston labor and T. wharf 
dealers and fishermen, says the “Journal,” are inter- 
ested in a new industry that has just been established 
and which, after two weeks work, is using 50,000 


pounds of fish daily and giving employment to I; 
persons. 

The Burnham & Morrill Company, canners, 9 
Portland, Me., are the owners of the “fish factory, 
located on the wharf of the Boston Cold Storage Com. 
pany in East Boston, and they are establishing here jp 

3oston, after four years of experimentation, a factory 
to can fish. ‘ 

Plans are now progressing to increase the capacity 
of the plant, and it is shortly expected to give 100,099 
pounds of fish daily. 

Cod and haddock are used, although the company 
purchases the entire trip of a vessel and then sells to 
other dealers the hake, pollock and cusk and the tongues 
and sounds of the cod. 


ANALYSIS OF UNITED STATES IMPORTS AND Ex. 
PORTS, FISCAL YEAR, 1910. 


The increasing share of the manufacturers of the 
country in its foreign trade is illustrated by the de. 
tailed statement regarding the imports and exports by 
great groups during the fiscal year 1910, issued by the 
Bureau of Statistics of the Department of Commerce 
and Labor. These figures show increased importations 
of manufacturers’ materials, increased exportations of 
manufactures, and a decline in both imports and ex- 
ports of foodstuffs. The value of imported manufac. 
turers’ materials, including in this term both crude and 
partly manufactured, amounted to $856,000,000 in the 
fiscal year just ended, against $673,000,000 one year 
ago, $410,000,000 ten years ago, and $287,500,000 
twenty years ago. The exports of manufactures, in- 
cluding both those ready for consumption and _ those 
for further use in manufacturing, aggregrated $768- 
000,000 in the fiscal year 1910, against $671,000,000 
one year ago, $485,000,000 ten years ago, and $179- 
000,000 twenty years ago. The imports of manufac- 
turers’ materials in 1910 were larger than ever before 
and were 109 per cent greater than a decade ago and 
198 per cent greater than two decades ago. Manu 
factures exported in 1910 show also a larger total 
than ever before and were 58 per cent greater than in 
1900 and 329 per cent greater than in 1890. 

The falling off in the exports of foodstuffs, due to 
larger consumption by our own people, is again illus- 
trated in the figures of 1910, which show the total value 
of foodstuffs exported as but $369,000,000, against 
$438,000,000 in 1909 arid $545,000,000 in 1900, a de 
cline of 32 per cent in 1910 when compared with 1900, 
despite the fact that prices and therefore export valu- 
ations were in 1910 higher than those of 1900. The 
average export price of wheat during 1910 was $1.024% 
per bushel, against 72c per bushel in 1900; corn, 69 
per bushel, against 41c in 1900; of flour, $5.27 per bar- 
rel, against $3.62 in 1900; of bacon, 12c per pound in 
1910, against 8.4c in 1900; of pork, pickled, 11c per 
pound in 1910, against 6.2c in 1900; of beef, salted or 
pickled, 7.2c per pound in 1910, against 5.7c in 1900; 
of butter, 25c per pound in 1910, against 17.2c in 1900; 
of lard, 11.9¢ per pound in 1910, against 6.3c¢ in 1900; 
and of cheese, 15.5¢c per pound in 1910, against 10.2¢ 
in 1900. Measured by quantities, the wheat exports of 
1910 were 4634 million bushels, against 102 million in 
1900; flour, 9 million barrels, against 1824 million in 
1900; and corn, 364-5 million bushels, against 209 
million in 1900.

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BIRDS OF CALIFORNIA IN RELATION TO THE FRUIT 
INDUSTRY. 


The Department of Agriculture, having concluded its 
investigations as to the harmful or beneficial effect of 
California birds upon the fruit industry of that state, 
has issued the second and final part of its report in 
Bulletin No. 34 of the Biological Survey. Seventy 
species of the feathered denizens, among them some of 
the most important birds of the state from the farmers’ 
and fruit growers’ standpoint, were systematically in- 
vestigated. It is true that many of them have not been 
charged with the destruction or injury of fruit or any 
other farm product, but as almost all destroy great 
numbers of harmful insects, or devour seeds of noxious 
weeds, they are important as a factor in farm eco- 
nomics, and the aim has been to collect all data possible 
on the food of the several species, so that a just verdict 
might be rendered as to the birds’ economic relations. 

Few birds are always and everywhere so destructive 
that their extermination can be urged on sound eco- 
nomic principles; some, like the swallows, swifts, 
wrens and chickadees, are so strictly insectivorous that 
they are exceedingly beneficial, while others may injure 
crops at certain times of the year, but the loss is ex- 
ceedingly small, and if by its insectivorous habits the 
bird prevents much greater destruction than it inflicts, 
the farmer should be winning to bear the lesser loss. 

A reasonable way of viewing the relations of birds 
to the farmer is to consider them as servants, employed 
to destroy weeds and insects, for whom sufficient food 
and needed protection is generously provided. In the 
long run, no part of the capital invested in the farm 
or orchard is more certain to pay big interest than the 
small sum collected as toll by the birds that harbor 
near the premises. Deductions from the extensive in- 
vestigations undertaken in response to numerous com- 
plaints concerning depredations by birds in orchards 
and vineyards on the Pacific coast show that the food 
habits of the seventy species, whose stomach contents 
were under examination, indicate that but four species 
common in California can be regarded as of doubtful 
utility. These are the iinnet, California jay, stellar jay, 
and redbreasted sapsucker. Therefore, when all the 
known methods of protecting fruit have been ex- 
hausted, or cannot be profitably employed, a reasonable 
reduction of the numbers of these offending birds is 
permissible ; but the more the food habits’ of birds are 
studied, the more evident is the fact that with a nor- 
mal distribution of species and a fair supply of natural 
food the damage to agricultural products by birds is 
small as compared with the benefit. 


THE DOMAIN OF CORN. 
Just now is a good time to give the corn crop care- 


ful attention. It is a big crop and deserves it. It 
never should be neglected. In too many instances the 
impression prevails that the east is not a corn produc- 
ing section. This is wrong. Excluding New Eng- 
land and running from New York down to the Gulf, 
including but 16 of the eastern and southern states, 
more than 33,000,000 acres were last year devoted to 
corn.» From this acreage more than 760,000,000 
bushels were produced, having a farm value of more 
than a half million dollars. These 16 states which 
occupy 35 per cent of the total acreage, give us 36 
per cent of the total production and 30% pér-cent of 
the farm money value of corn in the United States. 

These figures of our last corn crop tell their story 
in no uncertain words. They show that the eastern 


states have not lost interest in corn. Wonderful as th 
appear, a bit of comparison still more strikingly bring; 
out the importance of King Corn in the eastern an 
southern states. Take the acre yields: Last year the 
yield in Nebraska was 24.8, Missouri 26.4, lowa 31,5 
and Illinois 35.9 bushels to the acre. At the same time 
the acre yields in the eastern states show a striking 
increase over this quartet of popular corn states, as 
for instance the 32 bushels an acre in Pennsylvania, 
36 bushels in New York, 38 bushels in Maine and 41 
bushels in Connecticut. The farm value per acre in 
these eastern states is very much greater, in many in- 
stances double what it is in the western states. This 
is shown in another comparison. Using Kansas ag 
an illustration, because it is the most conspicuously 
advertised state in the Union, we find that last year 
the corn area there was 7,750,000 acres. The average 
yield to the acre was a shade less than 20 bushels, 
With Kansas let us compare Ohio. The acreage de. 
voted to corp in Ohio in 1909 was 3,875,000 acres, or 
just one-half that of Kansas. The average yield to 
the acre in Ohio last year was 39.5 bushels. The farm 
value of the Kansas crop was $83,282,000; the farm 
value of the Ohio crop was $85,715,000. In other 
words on half the acreage, Ohio produced 2% million 
dollars more corn than Kansas. 

These figures speak for themselves. They show 
that the middle row of states where more than a third 
of the corn of the country is produced, are not to be 
ignored in any matter that pertains to corn. Applaud 
the advertising enterprise of the western states, but we 
should not forget that associated with the modesty and 
conservatism of the eastern and middle states live 
thousands of up-to-date corn growers who are doing 
a wealth of service to King Corn that will secure a 
benefit for this ruler, over-whelming and lasting in its 
ultimate results. Right now is a good time to watch 
the cornfields, to plan for next year’s seed and to 
strive for better-corn and more corn to the acre. It 
is the high acre vield that counts—American 
Agriculturist.
